SOUTH  GLOUCESTERSHIRE  JOINT  (M.O.H.)  COMMITTEE 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  1963. 

The  increased  population  and  new  legislation  (in  particular 
the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations)  have  contributed  towards  the 
pressure  on  all  district  health  departments.  The  employment  of 
additional  staff,  and  occasionally  time  off  in  lieu  have,  however, 
helped  to  mitigate  the  strain  placed  upon  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  but  the  advent  of  the  “Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act”  next  year,  will  again  increase  the  load  on  Health 
Department  staff. 

During  the  year,  the  cause  of  ‘Clean  Air’  received  encourage¬ 
ment  from  Sodbury  Rural  District,  which  agreed  to  sponsor  a 
site  for  the  daily  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  rural 
areas.  This  will  be  one  of  many  sites  throughout  the  country 
participating  in  a  survey  organised  by  the  Department  of  Scientiiic 
and  Industrial  Research 

Support  from  the  four  districts  for  the  fluoridation  of  water 
supplies  is  divided.  The  matter  has  been  in  abeyance  since  the 
County  Council  (the  Authority  legally  responsible  for  the 
necessary  proposal  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act),  failed 
to  confirm  a  resolution  of  its  Health  Committee. 

In  various  ways,  each  district  has  paid  increased  attention 
to  the  welfare  of  the  aged.  Surveys  have  shown  where  help  could 
be  given;  grants  have  been  made  to  various  organisations  running 
services  for  old  people,  and  appropriate  committees  have  been 
formed.  The  County  Council  for  its  part  opened  a  new  purpose- 
built  Old  Persons  Home  at  Cadbury  Heath,  which  although  not 
solely  for  the  needs  of  the  southern  area,  will,  together  with 
“The  Chase”  at  Kingswood,  serve  as  an  attractive  example  to 
those  aged  persons  who  quite  naturally,  often  show  so  much 
reluctance  to  enter  “welfare”  accommodation. 

For  much  of  the  detail  of  the  report  which  follows  I  am 
indebted  to  many  people.  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
The  Mass  Radiography  Units,  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company, 
and  the  staff  of  several  district  departments,  but  especially  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  without  whose  efforts  this  report  would 
not  be  possible.

1963  was  an  epidemic  year  for  Measles,  and  Sodbury 

Rural 

District  bore  the  brunt  of  this.  The  number  of  notifications 
received  was  considerably  higher  during  the  last  epidemic  year 
(1961)  however. 

5  of  the  14  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  not  confirmed 
bacteriologically,  and  all  save  two  were  single  cases. 

Three  small  outbreaks  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occured  during 
the  year,  one  at  a  local  hospital,  one  at  a  Training  Centre,  and 
another  at  a  school  in  Sodbury  Rural  District.  Fortunately  all 
were  soon  brought  under  control — necessitating  the  collection  and 
submission  of  numerous  specimens  to  the  laboratory — but  they 
account  for  the  majority  of  the  78  notifications  received.  The 
remainder  occurred  in  small  family  outbreaks  or  were  isolated 
cases.

The  previous  table  is  set  out  in  seven  major  groups,  from 
which  it  may  be  seen  that  600  deaths  (52%  of  the  total)  were 
due  to  the  “vascular”  diseases  (Nos.  16-21  inclusive). 

A  third  of  these  (202)  were  due  to  coronary  thrombosis,  and 
this  figure  almost  equals  that  due  to  all  forms  of  cancer  (220 — 
Nos.  10-15  inclusive).  129  of  the  coronary  thrombosis  deaths, 
and  34  of  the  39  lung  cancer  deaths,  occurred  in  men. 

Accidental  deaths  totalling  40  (Nos.  33  and  23),  are  high 
(although  they  were  higher  in  1960).  Reflecting  a  national  trend, 
the  number  of  road  accidents  is  the  highest  so  far  recorded.

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MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 


During  the  course  of  the  year  the  mobile  unit  visited  10 
establishments  in  the  area,  where  since  the  facility  for  X-ray  is 
brought  to  the  individual’s  place  of  work,  the  response  is  usually 
extremely  good.  1578  people  were  examined  and  abnormalities 
detected  in  52  of  them.  Five  of  these  were  cases  of  tuberculosis, 
requiring  treatment. 


The  South  Gloucestershire  area  was  well  served  with  public 
sessions  last  year,  and  none  was  held  during  1963,  but  visits  to 
various  sites  are  planned  for  1964.  South  Gloucestershire  residents 
did  account,  however,  for  101  of  all  the  people  recalled  to  the 
static  unit  in  Bristol  for  a  further  check  on  abnormalities  detected. 
In  this  group  (which  is  quite  distinct  from  those  mentioned 
previously  and  who  attended  the  mobile  unit),  14  were  cases  of 
tuberculosis  requiring  treatment,  and  9  others  had  healed 
tuberculous  lesions.  In  the  group  also  were  10  cases  of  lung 
cancer. 


On  the  basis  that  approximately  1  in  10  people  are  recalled 
for  large  films,  this  group  of  101  was  drawn  from  approximately 
1000  people.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  the  case  of  the  mobile  unit 
sessions  at  factories,  etc.,  only  52  abnormal  chest  conditions  were 
discovered  in  a  total  of  1578  individuals — this  is  a  much  smaller 
proportion  than  101  out  of  1,000,  but  it  should  be  emphasised 
that  the  latter  figures  refer  to  people  who  visited  the  X-ray  unit 
by  their  own  effort,  and  usually  had  good  reason  to  do  so. 


B.C.G.  VACCINATION 

This  immunisation  procedure  which  gives  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  is  offered  to  school  children  at  twelve  years  of  age 
(provided  they  are  negative  to  a  skin  test  given  a  few  days 
previously).  The  results  of  this  work  in  the  South  Gloucestershire 
area  are  summarised  below.

(The  Hencliffe  Woods  and  Hanham  Mills  supplies,  hitherto 
under  Rural  District  Council  ownership,  have  now  been  taken 
over  by  the  statutory  undertakers). 

One  private  supply,  situated  in  Warmley  Rural  District  on  a 
site  adjacent  to  the  River  Avon,  was  subjected  to  pollution  during 
flood  conditions,  and  it  was  necessary  to  provide  emergency  water 
tanks.  The  well  war.  pumped  out  and  treated  by  gross  chlorination, 
but  subsequent  samples  have  been  unsatisfactory.  The  owner  of 
the  property  has  been  advised  to  lay  on  a  main  supply,  the  mains 
being  within  a  practicable  distance. 

With  regard  to  mains  supplies,  only  the  normal  treatment, 
varying  with  the  source,  was  necessary  to  combat  any  possible 
contamination. 

No  source  is  likely  to  give  a  plumbo-solvent  water. 

Results  of  the  Bristol  Waterworks  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis  of  its  sources  of  supply,  both  before  and  after  treatment 
are  shown  in  the  following  table.  (An  examole  of  a  similar 
analysis  of  the  Hawkesbury  supply  appears  under  that  heading). 

The  company  regrets  that  owing  to  administrative  changes  it 
is  not  possible  to  provide  this  information  on  a  parish  basis.

WATER  SCHEMES 

Ashwicke — Parish  of  Marshfield 

At  the  request  of  the  Home  Office  it  has  been  agreed  to 
extend  the  water  main  which  was  to  have  been  laid  as  far  as 
Ashwicke  Grange  Farm  for  a  further  half  mile  to  serve  St.  Joseph’s 
Approved  School. 

In  addition  a  branch  is  to  be  laid  to  Ayford  Lane  from  the 
Ashwicke  main  to  serve  four  cottages  and  a  smallholding. 

The  Vale,  Pucklechurch 

Terms  have  been  agreed  with  the  Water  Undertakers  and  the 
scheme  has  been  approved  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Yate 

Schemes  to  serve  Broad  Lane,  Dyers  Lane  and  Yate  Lower 
Common  have  been  approved  and  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Com- 
panv^  asked  to  proceed  with  the  laying  of  the  mains.

An  extension  of  the  Yate  Lower  Common  Scheme  has  been 
approved  and  a  length  of  27  yards  of  3'"  main  will  serve  a  further 
five  cottages. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  two  farms  and  a  cottage  in  the  region  of 
Firing  Close  Farm  and  Wicks  Oldbury  Farm,  a  scheme  for  the 
laying  of  600'  yards  of  3"  main  has  been  approved  by  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government 

HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council’s  Pumping  Station  at  Kilcot  has  worked  satis¬ 
factorily  during  the  past  twelve  months  and  no  interruptions  were 
experienced  in  the  supply. 

The  Engineer’s  quarterly  examination  of  the  machinery  had, 
however,  shown  that  the  equipment  had  reached  a  stage  where  it 
was  liable  to  serious  breakdown. 

It  was  installed  some  23  years  ago  and  used  for  approximately 
21  hours  per  day. 

The  design  was  not  satisfactory  since  the  whole  of  the  station 
had  to  close  if  either  the  lift  or  ram  pump  broke  down.  It  was 
decided,  therefore,  that  a  new  pump  (capable  of  pumping  direct 
to  the  reservoir)  should  be  installed,  leaving  the  existing  machinery 
as  a  stand-by  in  case  of  emergency. 

This  work  was  carried  out  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £L017 
and  included  the  provision  of  a  new  chlorinator. 

Although  samples  of  raw  water  have  proved  satisfactory, 
chlorination  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s 
recommendations. 


The  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the  year  amounted 
to  33,496,050  gallons  giving  a  daily  average  of  91.773  gallons,  an 
increase  of  more  than  5%  over  last  year’s  figures.

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES 

Old  Sodbury 

The  further  small  extension  to  the  Old  Sodbury  drainage 
system  has  been  completed. 

Horton  and  Hawkesbury 

Proposals  for  the  drainage  of  the  Parish  of  Horton  have  now 
been  incorporated  in  the  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Hawkesbury 
Upton. 

This  scheme  which  will  include  an  extension  to  the  west  of 
the  parish  of  Horton  is  estimated  to  cost  some  £123,000. 

The  villages  of  Hillesley  and  Alderley  are  to  be  drained  by 
a  separate  system. 

North  Road,  Yate 

A  minor  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  the  upper  part  of  North 
Road,  Yate,  approved  by  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council  and 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  now  nearing 
completion. 

76  dwellings  will  be  served  by  the  sewer  with  a  capacity  for 
a  further  70  on  future  development. 

Acton  Turviele 

A  scheme  for  the  drainage  of  86  dwellings,  one  school  and 
four  farms  in  the  parish  of  Acton  Turville  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Gloucestershire  County  Council.  The  scheme  was  originally 
estimated  to  cost  approximately  £20,000  but  the  question  of 
extending  an  existing  disposal  works  at  Badminton  (on  the  latter 
being  vested  in  the  Council)  has  been  agreed  in  principle  and 
further  surveys  are  in  progress. 

Yate/Erampton  Cottereel  Link  Sewer 

Progress  on  the  Yate/Erampton  Cotterell  link  sewer  is  well 
within  contract  dates  and  if  this  progress  is  maintained,  it  will  be 
completed  some  months  ahead  of  the  date  provided  for  in  the 
contract  June,  1965. 

The  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  to  connect  the  drainage  systems 
of  Yate  and  Chipping  Sodbury  to  the  head  of  the  existing  Frome 
Valley  Sewer  near  St.  Peters  Church,  Frampton  Cotterell  which 
will  then  discharge  into  the  Bristol  system.  The  sewage  disposal 
works  at  Nibley,  Yate,  will  then  be  abandoned. 
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SODBURY  Rural  District  Council 


The  Frome  Valley  Main  Drainage  Scheme  promoted  by  the 
Thornbury  and  Sodbury  Rural  District  Councils  and  the  Mangots- 
field  Urban  District  Council  has  reached  the  last  stage  of 
construction.  The  existing  sewage  works  at  Winterbourne  will 
become  redundant,  when  the  construction  of  treatment  works  by 
the  Bristol  City  Council  at  Avonmouth  has  been  completed,  and 
the  Valley  Sewer  connected  to  the  Bristol  System  at  Eastville. 


RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

The  position  has  not  changed  regarding  the  number  of 
premises  licenced  in  the  district  to  manufacture  rag  flock  under  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Act. 

The  registered  premises  remain  at  two,  one  manufacturer 
and  one  upholsterer.

Three  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
bringing  the  total  number  to  54  since  the  introduction  of  the  Act. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 

Following  requests  from  the  Wick  and  Wickwar  Parish 
Councils  it  was  decided  to  accelerate  refuse  collection  from  a 
fortnightly  service  to  a  weekly  one  in  those  areas.  In  order  to  do 
this  and  cope  with  the  rapid  development  of  the  district  it  was 
found  necessary  to  order  a  new  compressor  type  vehicle  of  11-15 
cubic  yards  capacity. 

The  new  service  is  expected  to  begin  in  April,  1964. 

The  remaining  parishes  where  a  fortnightly  service  is  in 
operation  are  to  be  reviewed  in  the  new  year  with  a  view  to  the 
inauguration  of  a  weekly  collection. 

The  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping 
using  a  power  shovel  on  five  sites. 

Two  of  these  sites.  Chipping  Sodbury  and  Swan  Lane  are 
nearing  completion  and  negotiations  have  commenced  for  the 
acquisition  of  two  replacement  sites. 

One  such  site  is  situated  at  the  Old  Barn  Quarry,  Wickwar 
for  which  planning  consent  has  been  received  and  the  other  is 
situated  at  an  old  marie  pit  near  Snailhams  Farm.  Winterbourne, 
for  which  Planning  consent  is  being  sought. 

Tipping  on  the  recently  acquired  site  at  the  old  Hambrook 
Brickworks,  Northwoods  commenced  in  April  and  the  Council 
is  allowing  Mangotsfield  U.D.C.  and  Thornbury  R.D.C.  limited 
tipping  facilities  there. 

In  spite  of  the  recession  in  the  waste  paper  recovery  industry, 
no  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  waste  paper.

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DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  phased  “run-down”  of  the  Conham  Sewage  Works  is  in 
progress,  and  ultimately  the  whole  of  the  sewage  which  would 
have  been  received  at  that  works  will  discharge  into  the  City  of 
Bristol  sewers. 

It  is  expected  that  work  on  the  new  trunk  sewer  for  the  area 
will  commence  during  1964. 

Sewers 

Unfortunately  there  has  not  been  during  the  year  any  progress 
in  connection  with  the  sewering  of  those  areas  which  lack  main 
drainage  at  the  present  time,  e.g.  North  Common,  Upton  Cheyney, 
etc. 

Drainage,  Improvements  and  Conversions 

During  the  year  a  number  of  properties  were  converted  from 
the  conservancy  system  to  the  water  carriage  system  of  sanitation, 
and  several  properties  served  by  bucket  closets  were  either 
connected  to  the  sewer  or  provided  with  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  premises  are  registered  under  the  Act  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials,  and  are  also  licensed  for  the  storage  of  rag 
flock.  There  are  no  manufacturing  premises  for  filling  materials  in 
this  area. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  usual  routine  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises,  and, 
where  necessary,  informal  action  taken.  In  one  case,  it  was 
necessary  to  warn  a  food  handler  who  was  smoking  whilst 
handling  food  in  the  course  of  delivery  to  the  home  of  the 
purchaser. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  a  cake  containing 
mouse  droppings,  and  the  Justices,  who  felt  that  there  were 
extenuating  circumstances,  granted  the  defendent  a  conditional 
discharge  but  ordered  part  payment  of  the  prosecution’s  costs.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  Meat  Inspvction  Regulations.  I4p3,  came  into  force  on 
1st  October,  FH'ie.  and  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption.  In  principle,  they  recognise 
the  need  for  inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  and  place  an 
obligation  on  those  slaughtering  the  animals  to  give  notice  of 
slaughter  to  the  local  authorit>  ,  and  detain  the  meat  for  ins^vction. 
All  animals  passed  as  ht  must  be  stam^xHi.  and  local  authorities 
are  empowered  to  charge  fees  in  accordance  with  a  scale  laid 
down. 


In  spite  of  pressure  front  local  authority  organisations,  no 
proN'isions  are  included  for  controlling  the  Itours  of  slaughter, 
reliance  being  placed  on  the  etfectiveness  of  the  notices  of  slaughter 
and  the  detention  periods.  It  is  rather  earl\  to  assess  the  full  etfect 
of  this  omission,  but  the  first  three  months  of  ojx'ration  have 
revealed  certain  practical  ditficulties.

THE  CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

ACT,  1960 

The  improvement  in  the  standards  prevailing  at  licensed  sites 
has  continued,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  institute  proceed¬ 
ings  for  site  licence  infringements.  Several  warnings  have  been 
issued  with  regard  to  the  use  of  land  where  no  site  licence  was  in 
force,  but  in  most  cases  the  caravans  were  removed  without 
resorting  to  prosecution.  In  one  case,  after  a  protracted  series  of 
observations  to  establish  that  the  caravan  was  being  used  for  the 
purposes  of  human  habitation,  the  Council  resolved  to  prosecute 
the  occupier  of  the  land,  but  prior  to  the  information  being  laid 
the  site  in  question  was  purchased  by  a  third  party,  who  removed 
the  caravan  from  the  site.  In  the  circumstances,  the  Council 
considered  that  no  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  pursuing 
the  prosecution. 

Some  difficult)  has  been  experienced  with  caravans  parked 
on  roadside  verges.  Before  proceedings  can  be  taken  under  the 
Act,  it  is  necessary  to  know  the  identity  of  the  “occupier”  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act.  In  the  case  of  certain  verges  and  roadside 
waste  ground,  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  establish  this  fact,  and 
the  local  authority  is.  therefore,  powerless.  However,  in  certain 
circumstances  the  highway  authority  have  certain  powers  under 
the  Road  Traffic  Acts. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  kerbside  collection  was  abandoned  in  June,  1963  in 
favour  of  a  weekly  off-street  (back-door  type)  collection  which  is 
in  operation  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district  and  working 
extremely  well.  This  was  made  possible  by  applying  a  work  study 
survey  to  the  collection  arrangements,  thus  ensuring  the  more 
efficient  use  of  time,  labour  and  transport.  An  alternative  collection 
was  arranged  over  each  Bank  Holiday  period. 

The  Council  are  seriously  considering  the  possibility  of 
introducing  the  “Continental  Dustless  Collection  System”,  using 
the  Zoller  method,  and  it  is  likely  that  phase  1,  covering  approxi¬ 
mately  half  the  district,  will  be  introduced  on  1st  April,  1965.  If 
these  plans  materialise,  it  is  thought  that  the  Council  will  be  the 
first  Rural  District  Authority  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  inroduce 
this  type  of  system.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Disposal  to  date  has  been  b\  means  of  eontrolled  tipping  at 
the  Cowhorn  Hill  site,  but  this  tip  has  now  \irtually  reached  the 
end  of  its  life.  Several  alternative  sites  ha\e  been  under  eonsider- 
ation,  but  the  planning  applieations  have  proved  aborti\e.  and 
future  tipping  faeilities  are  therefore  somewhat  uncertain.  In  the 
meantinte.  the  Council  ha\e  made  arrangements  with  the 
Kingswood  Urban  District  Council  for  tempvmar>  facilities  at  their 
Conham  Meads  Site. 


The  Couneih  in  eonjunetion  with  its  two  urban  neighbours, 
have  agreed  to  combine  for  refuse  dis^xvsal  purpxvses,  and  the  three 
authorities  propose  to  provide  a  puherising  plant  at  Carsons 
Road.  Siston.  The  Minister  has  granted  the  necessary  planning 
consent,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  necessary  contract  will  be  placed 
in  the  fairly  near  future.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

1.  Storm  Water  Relief  Schemes 

The  New  Cheltenham  Storm  Water  Scheme,  which  was 
designed  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  flooding  in  the  valley 
approximating  to  the  alignment  of  New  Cheltenham  Road,  has 
been  completed.  A  twin  42"  pipe  outfall  to  Warmley  Brook  has 
been  laid.  The  Forest  Walk  storm  relief  scheme  has  also  been 
completed. 

2.  Foul  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  Northern  Area 

The  main  sewer  serving  the  northern  part  of  Kingswood  has 
been  replaced  by  a  larger  pipe  line  from  Fisher  Road  to 
Grimsbury  Farm  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £25,000. 

(b)  Trunk  Sewer 

A  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a  relief  trunk  sewer  between 
Grimsbury  Farm  and  Conham  Road  within  the  Kingswood  area, 
and  continuing  to  Marsh  Lane  within  the  City  of  Bristol,  has 
been  prepared.  Work  is  expected  to  commence  in  June,  1964.  The 
estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £550,000. 

When  it  has  been  completed  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Conham  will  be  abandoned  and  the  whole  of  the  main 
drainage  from  Kingswood  and  from  the  greater  part  of  Warmley 
will  continue  via  the  Bristol  sewers  to  the  Bristol  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Works.

CARAVANS  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

There  is  only  one  private  licenced  site  remaining  in  the  area 
(4  caravans)  and  this  has  only  temporary  planning  approval. 

The  new  council-owned  site  at  Bibstone,  Tenniscourt  Road, 
was  occupied  during  the  year.  There  are  standings  for  fourteen 
caravans  with  modern  sanitation,  water  supply,  drainage,  laundry 
and  ablution  block,  paved  approaches  and  parking  space.  The 
demand  for  standings  greatly  exceeds  the  spaces  available. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  given  throughout  the 

area. 


The  shortage  of  tipping  space  has  become  acute.  Kingswood 
adopted  a  “good  neighbour”  policy  by  allowing  its  only  remaining 
refuse  tip  at  Conham  Meads  to  be  used  by  Mangotsfield.  This 
site  is  likely  to  be  used  up  by  the  end  of  1965  if  not  sooner. 

The  Council  is  fully  aware  of  the  position  and  a  Joint  Refuse 
Disposal  Committee  has  been  formed  with  Mangotsfield  and 
Warmley  to  erect  a  pulverising  plant.  In  October  a  public  enquiry 
was  held  into  this  project  and  the  outcome  is  awaited.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

New  Meat  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  the  1st 
October,  1963,  and  called  for  the  compulsory  examination  of  every 
carcass  on  a  more  detailed  scale  than  hitherto  and  the  stamping 
as  ht  for  human  consumption  of  those  carcasses  not  showing 
signs  of  disease.  This  led  to  many  hours  of  overtime  being  worked 
by  Inspectors,  particularly  at  weekends.

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

Four  houses  were  subject  to  either  Closing  or  Demolition 
Orders  during  the  year. 

So  far  as  the  Redevelopment  Area  of  Haynes  Lane,  Nelson 
Road,  Berkeley  Road,  Staple  Hill  was  concerned,  no  major  strides 
were  made  during  the  year.  The  Council  did,  however,  acquire 
several  properties  by  negotiation.  The  County  Council  decided  not 
to  proceed  under  its  powers  of  Comprehensive  Development,  and 
it  is  probable  that  the  scheme  will  be  carried  out  by  the  District 
Council. 

Overcrowding 

No  cases  of  Overcrowding  were  detected  during  the  year. 
New  Houses 

The  District  Authority  did  not  complete  any  houses  during 
1963,  but  20,  all  for  old  people,  were  in  course  of  construction. 
50  houses  were  erected  by  private  developers. 

Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  decided  to  suspend  the  Discretionary  Grant 
scheme  for  a  period  of  12  months  commencing  1st  April,  1963, 
and  the  number  of  grants  authorised  in  the  period  January  to 
March,  1963  was  only  one. 

Standard  Improvement  Grants 

45  applications  for  Standard  grants  were  approved  during  the 
year,  the  total  amount  of  grant  paid  being  £2,307  19s.  7d. 

The  Ministry  introduced  new  practice  notes  in  April.  1962, 
but  these  have  proved  difficult  to  interpret.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
in  the  new  Housing  Bill  of  1964  there  will  be  some  clarification 
of  the  position. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF 
DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

The  two  permanent  caravan  sites  in  the  district  both 
privately  owned,  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  both  were 
maintained  in  an  excellent  condition. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

One  30  cu.  yd.  vehicle  collects  all  the  refuse  from  the  north 
of  the  district,  and  unloads  at  Hambrook  Brickworks  by  courtesy 
of  the  Sodbury  Rural  District  Council.  This  vehicle  makes  three 
trips  per  day,  and  collects  therefore  about  23,00  cu.  yds.  of  refuse 
per  annum. 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  by  a  20cu.  yd. 
vehicle  which  makes  three  collections  a  day  and  a  12  cu.  yd.  side 
loader  which  makes  four  collections  a  day.  Both  of  these  use 
Kingswood  Urban  District  Council’s  tip  at  Conham  Meads,  and 
collect  approximately  12,000  cu.  yds.  per  annum.

SWfMMiNG  BATHS 

The  Soundwell  Swimming  Bath  continues  to  be  extremely 
popular. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  samples  were  taken  at  regular 
intervals  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  All  the  reports 
proved  satisfactory.  In  addition  eight  samples  are  taken  daily  by 
the  staff  to  ensure  that  the  correct  dosage  of  chlorine  and  P.H. 
readings  are  maintained. 

The  water  is  kept  at  a  temperature  of  80° F.,  which  is 
3°  above  the  average  temperature  for  baths  in  this  country.  This 
added  luxury  probably  accounts  for  the  fact  that  attendance 
during  1963  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  50,000  on  the 
figure  for  last  year. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

In  addition  a  regular  feature  is  the  inspection  of  all  house 
drains,  as  a  result  of  which,  many  infestations  have  been  detected 
and  treated. 

In  December,  1963,  the  Council  queried  the  advisability  of 
continuing  to  make  a  charge  for  the  treatment  of  business 
premises,  and  .•'esolved  that  with  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1964, 
such  premises  would  receive  a  free  service  similar  to  that  enjoyed 
by  private  householders.  This  has  been  generally  welcomed,  and 
will  doubtless  lead  to  prompt  notification  of  any  infestation.

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  Programme  of  illustrated  talks  was 
being  prepared  for  1964.  From  enquiries  made  by  various  organ¬ 
isations,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  keener  interest  in  Health 
Education  generally,  and  the  department  is  doing  everything 
possible  to  foster  and  maintain  it.
